ico, Arizona and Texas, some of the 
members, inolnding Lient.

0 tbe south of Fort Stanton, prin- 
ipally carrying tbe triangalation to 
le southward, with tbe astronom- 
oal station near Fort Bliss, Texas 
his party is accompanied by Mr. 
laxon, for Qve rears oonueoted with 
le expeditioc, and for the most part 


with parties in New Mexico. 


Party No. 3, of this section will be 
nder Prof. Stevenson, geologist, en- 
aged in the special duties previ- 
usly alluded to. 
Party No. 1 of the Utah section, 


.rhicb, bat for the Indian troubles, 
rould carry a double line of meau- 
,er and triangalation cheeks, from 
Kelton, on the Central Pacific Rail- 
oad, to Walla Walla, Washington, 
s transferred to a part of the eastern 
portion of the Cascade Range, Ore- 
ion, covered by atlas sheets 47 A and 
nd 38 O. The party will be in oom- 
aand of Lieutenant Till man, of the 
Engineer Corps, now spending his 
ourth eeaadn in the mountains. 


Party No. 2 of this section, instead 
1 continuing its labors from Fort 
lall to the north and westward, has 
been transferred to California, along 
he Sierras to tbe Coast Range south- 
ward from Bakersfield, in portions of 
tlas sheet 71 A, and from Los An- 
gles toward San Diego." 
Party No, 3 of this section will 
ontinue the triangulation from an 
astronomical station a*, or near Visa 
la, through the Sierras, to join the 
riangnlation brought from the base 
if Virginia City, and that developed 


Wheeler, Corps of Engineers, in 
charge of the survey, being already 
on the way. The forces this year 
are divided into three sections, re- 
spectively known as the Colorado, 
Utah and California sections, and 
into nine main and three astronom 
iotl parties. 


The following officers have charge 


" of the main parties, under direction 


of Lient. Wheeler, viz : Lieuts Till 
nan, Lymons, Young and Griffin, oi 
the Corps of Engineers; Lieut. Bir- 
nie of the Ordnance Corps; Lieuts. 
Lndlow and Maoomb, with Lieut 
Bandolpb, Third United Sta.es Ar- 
tillery, as Quartermaster, Com mis 
sary and Ordnance officer of the ex 
pedition. Prof. T. H Bafford, and 
Messrs. J. H Clark and Miles Book 
•will have charge of the three astro 
nomioal parties. 


The main stations to be oocupiec 


astronomically are Fort Selden, N 
M ; Fort Blias, Texas; Tulnre, Cali- 
fornia, an the Southern Pnoiflo Rail- 
road; The Dalles, on 'the Columbia 
river, and Walla Walla, in Washing 
ton. Signals from all these ontei 
stations will be forwarded to the con 
neoting station at Ogden, Utah. 


Prof. J. J. Stevenson, geologist to 


the expedition of 1873, again take 
the fluid, with a view of examining 
further the mountains east of th 
Bio Grande, south from the Spaaial 
Peaks in Colorado and New Mexico 
and in detail the coal oroppings aloni 
the eastern base of the Rooky Mom 
tains from the 40th parallel north lat 
itnde to the southward.

Special geological examination 


will be continued at the Comstoo 
mining region, of whiab a special de 
tuil contour map has been made, to 
gethor with cross sections of th 
most important mining claims. Othe 
details referring to the undergroun 
working!), in continuance of the anal- 
ytical investigation of all parts of 
mining operations in this remarkable 
sliver region, will be carefully stud- 
ied and made known. 


The movements of field parties will 


be as follows: Party No 1, of the 
California section, will organize at 
Camp Bidwell and move to the north- 
ward, covering an area represented 
by four one quarter atlas sheets, or 
approximately 16,000 square miles, 
into tbo Columbia River Basin, and 
join tho astronomical station at The 
Dallas with a belt of triungnlation 
Thi", will be a double party, and will 
be accompanied by Mr Honshuw, 
who so loug has ac-ted as ornitholo- 
gist for the expedition. 


Party No 2, of this section, will 


F" move to the south aud uaat Irom Car- 
ig, son, Nevada, and occupy a number 


of tnuugnlation points on the comb 
of tbe Sierras; then moving to tbe 
south of Mouo Lake it will survey a 
portion of the Sieirua represented 
by atlus sheut, EG D, approximately 
45,000 square miles m uxteiit, in con 
tinnatiou of the detailed topograph 
ioal survey of the Sierras aud ontly 
IUR mountainous region. 


Purty No. 3, of thin unction, is spec 


ially assigned to the "Waakoe mining 
region. 


Party No. 1. of the Colorado sec 


tion, organized at Fort Garland, wil 
move southward alout? tho valley o 
the Rio Grande, and carry ou the 
survey of the region represented b; 
atlas sheets 81 and 90, to reach, i 
practicable, the Mexican border witl 
the party whose detailed labors ar 
entirely westward of the Rio Grande 
A detachment of the party will be en 
gaged, also, in running profiles from 
the north and weatward and from 
points selected in tbe valley of th 
Bio Grande, between El Paso an 
FurtStfldeo, with a vi, w of deter 
mining the m»st nocpoilblu profile 
between tbe Bio Grande and the Co 
orado This party will be in com 
mand of Lieut. Birnie, recently trans 
ferred from the Infantry to tbe Ore 
nance Corps, who has been engage 
npim th. survey for five yeara, 


Party No. 3, of this motion, nude 


Lient. Griffin, will carry on its wor 
between thaPeoos and Bio Grand 


n 1875 from the base of Los Angeles, 
to tbe north and eastward. 


The astronomical parties carry out 
heir observations in pursuance of 
he methods adopted by the survey 
at given points. The total area pro- 
>osed to be occupied during the sea- 
ion of 1878 will be approximately 
40,000 square miles. The 
whole 


work is in pursuance of plans pro- 
posed by Lieutenant Wheeler, in 
April, 1872. approved by the Chief 
of Engineers and Secretary of War, 
and adopted by Act of Congress in 
Tune of that year. This plan had 
'or its object the prosecution of a 
thorough, detailed and economic 
topographical survey of the territory 
of the United States west of the 100th 
meridian, embracing 1,443,360 square 
miles. All tbe parties, well organ 
ized and thoroughly equipped, move 
from their points of rendezvous in a 
few days, and, while the season will 
not be as long as in each alternate 
year, it will admit of field work dur- 
ing five months; and should Congress 
make available further appropriation, 
parties in the southern part of the 
Qeld survey, and near the Mexican 
border, could be engaged during tbe 
Winter months, so that a force oonld 
be kept in the field during the entire 
year. 


The main work of the Washington 


Department of tbe Survey is that 
necessary for tbe map. The regular 
observers and specialists make obser- 
vations and gather details concerning 
geological formations, mineralogioal 
developmepts, etc., such as are use- 
ful, interesting, and commensurate 
with and requisite to the develop- 
ment of the special regions visited. 
A statement of the vast amount of 
scientifically-executed 
work 
per- 


formed by this Survey has recently 
been given to the public,—S. F. Alia. 


His Imperial and Royal Majesty 


Francis Joseph I., Emperor of Aus 
tria. Emperor King of Austro Hun- 
gary, and the proprietor of forty-two 
other titles, was born forty-eight 
years ago, with little chance, as it 
seemed, of succeeding to the throne 
of Austria, inasmuch as the reigning 
Emperor was then but thirty seven 
and his own father but twenty-eight. 
Events, however, have always bad 
the mastery in Austria, and when 
Francis Joseph was yet but a young 
man of eighteen bis uncle abdicated, 
his father renounced, and he was 
elevated to the most splendid, diffi- 
cult and pathetic position in the 
world, to- be tbe last hope and refuge 
of moribund aristocracy and the de- 
f«nder of autocratic government in 
Europe. 
But after a time he .was 


compelled to change his policy. He 
took a Saxon Minister, threw over 
all the absolutists traditions of hit 
bouse, gave to Hungary an indepen- 
dence, which was recognized by his 
being crowned King of that country 
as a distinct title from that of Em- 
geror of Austria, and entered upon a 
path of constitutional government 
according to the modern notions. 
The Emperor is so diligent that be 
begins wo-k at 5 in tbe morning. 
He is a fine soldier, and loves the 
army. It is now twenty-three years 
since he married a lovely maiden who 
is still one of tbe most beautiful wo- 
men in Europe. He has bad to deal 
with the most difficult and danger- 
ous situations tbe history of the 
world has shown; he was brought to 
them unprovided; aud so cruel ha<t 
fortune been to him, that while he 
has been equally blamed for that 
which he has bad and that which he 
has not doae, neither the one nor the 
other has ever had a happy event.

IN England, a secured creditor 


whose security has depreciated in 
value, may, under the bankruptcy 
law, estimate the present value of the 
neounty. If this value is less than 
the amount of the debt received, he 
can retain tbo security at the value 
estimated, and have the balance treat- 
ed as an unsecured claim. Upon 
this claim he would be entitled to the 
same dividend paid on all the un- 
secured debts. No such provision 
exists in our law. The serured cred- 
itor in this country must elect either 
to look to the security for the pay- 
ment of his debt or surrender the se- 
curity and come in with the unsecv r- 
ed creditor in &pro rata disposition 
of the debtor's assets. In the former 
case the caeditor has no vote or voice 
in the proceedings in bankruptcy.
